Washington, July -29.—Now 
steps 


forth a new and idealistic plan for 
'the operations of the railroads of the 
i "United States—a plan which has the 
endorsement of the'executives of the 
organized railroad workers of the na- 
itlon and, to a degree, of the Amer- 
ican Federation oE Labor. 
' 
This plan would place the owner- 
ship o£ the railroads In the hands of 
the people through the sale of .bonds 
to absorb them and would divide the 
profits from their operation between 
the government and the workers who 
keep the -vheels turning. 
The plan 
was evolveu by Glen E. Plumb, a L,hi- 
icago lawyer and expert on 
railroad 


valuation. 
, 
In urging this plan Its friends in- 
that government ownership of the 
loads is still an untried experiment 
Is country. Ditring the emergency 


of war, the government has regulat- 
ed them, but it has never owned,them. 
They are still owned, by the (stock- 
,-holders. who Invested their money ill 
them, and who continued to draw G 
'percent interest on their capital under 


-' government 
regulation. 
Moreover, 
they have been operated by the same 
(men who operated them 'under private 
'control. 
Ail. that government regu- 


lation has served to demonstrate, it 
is held, is that the railroads could be 
run much 
more efficiently 
if they 
were in the hands of one large ayn- 
'dlcate. Instead of several small ones, 
but such a syndicate is made impos- 
sible under private ownership by rea- 


,'sorx of the Sherman anti-trust laws. 
Proposes Buying .Koads.

It is .into this situation 
that 
Mr. 


i Plumb thrusts.'his new plan. He pro- 
poses that the government should buy 
'the railroads from .their owners for 
; 12 billion dollars, the money to be 


• (raised among the people by the Issu- 
Ilance of treasury bonds. 
The bonds 
'iwould pay 4'percent Interest, and Mr. 


Plumb claims that by this method 


.' the government purchase 
of 
these, 
.'roads would figure as a much better 


'• business proposition than the 
pres- 


• ent arrangement of renting them. 


If the owners of. the railroads are 
11 dissatisfied with the valuation placed 
• u p o n their. property by the govern- 
ment, they will be permitted .to take 
th'e matter Into the 
courts, 
which 
shall examine their books and make 
final Appraisals. 
Pending this time, 
Mr. Plu.mb suggests, the ' government 
shall pay 
the owners 
one-halt 
the 
present rental fee, which shall, how- 
ever, be deducted from the price at 
the time the railroads- are actually 
' sold. 
Consider that, according 
to 
this 


plan, the railroads are bought. 
It Is 
proposed that they be' turned over to 
a board of 15 directors consisting of. 
five, appointed by yie president to 
represent the .public; five 'to repre- 
sent the operating employes, and five 
to represent the ordinary, or what are 
Dorme^ i'clasfj|f|ed" 
ejmplqyes.

board of' directors-is -to determine, the 
policies of operation and control. 
It 


. is to run. the railroads as efficiently 
, and cheaply as possible, but not at a 
loss to the*, government.

trary, It expects to make a profit, .just

The greatest argument in favor of 


fiis new plan, from the public's point 


,of view, is that It would,,have the 
tendency to reduce the railroad rates. 
In the first place, it 'would permit the

•road; one set of accounts and bocks;

asked for its early ratification 
"along with the •' treaty with 
Germany."

. Submission of the treaty came 
after sharp criticism by senate 
republicans who for several days1 
had openly charged on the sen- 
ate floor that in failing to pre- 
sent the draft 'of the pact along 
with the treaty of Versailles the 
president 
had violated 
one of 
the 
articles of the dqciimen't. 
The presi- 


dent sent the treaty -to the capital -by 
special messenger along with a mes- 
sage'explaining its object.

! The president told the senate the 
purpose .'of-the treaty was to provide 
assistance for France In case of unpro- 
voked aggression by Germany without 
waiting for'the advice o£ the council 
of the league 
of. nations that such 
action should be taken and explained 
that it was

"not independent'of the league of na- 
tions, but under it." 
."The cevenane of the league of na- 
tions," the president said, "provides

Hundreds were injured 
in the rioting. 
The street car strike seemed 
to aid the spread of race rioting 
which surged up from the south 
side into the. loop on the heels of 
thousands walking to work who 
ordinarily ride. Streets ordinarily al-. 
most deserted early in the day were- 
jusy with pedestrians whose numbers 
afforded rich opportunities for racial 
quarrels.
